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THE CITY OF BOMBAY 


Bombay is a modern commercial city and so 
cosmopolitan in its appearance and habits that the 
visitor feels at home immediately on arrival. If 
arriving by sea, the visitor on disembarking will pass 
through the business area, which is immediately 
outside the docks and is known as Ballard Estate. 

This is part of a bigger area known as the Fort— 
because of its historical associations—now the most 
modern part of the city and the scene of brisk 
commercial activity. And yet, coming by sea or ajr, 
the visitor cannot help but notice Bombay's Ivey, 
natural setting—the far-away blue outlines of the Wes- 
tern Ghats, the calm sea, dotted with picturesque fish- 
ing boats with white sails, palm-fringed beaches and, 
On the outskirts, smoke rising from a thousand subur- 
ban mill chimneys—a reminder that Bombay is the 
largest commercial city in India and second only in 
size to Calcutta. 

The rains in Bombay, which are torrential at 
times, last from June to September. The two. ‘months 
—May and October—which come immediately before. 
and after the monsoon are inclined to be humid and. 
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sticky. The period November to March is extremely 
pleasant, light woollens being sometimes necessary in 
December and January. 

A good deal of Bombay's local colour derives from 
the mixed nature of its population. Apart from the 
local inhabitants (the Gujeratis, Mabharashtrians, 
Parsis, Goans and Kannadas), there are thousands from 
other parts of India who come here to make a living. 
The different customs, languages and even the food 
eaten can make a fascinating study.

PLACES OF INTEREST 


The visitor cannot do better than start off his visit 
with a view of Bombay from Malabar Hill which, 
together with Cumballa Hill, comprises the most 
fashionable residential area. There are many large 
houses with lovely gardens. 

Going up Marine Drive (it is difficult to believe 
that this part of Bombay was reclaimed from the sea 
only 25 years ago), a modern promenade by the sea, 
the jostling crowds in the cool of the evening can be 
50 great that the newcomer may well imagine that an 
important festival is being celebrated. 

The Hanging Gardens— The way up to Malabar 
Hill from Marine Drive is by Walkeshwar Road and 
Ridge Road, where the sea recedes further and further 
until, from the top of the Sir Pherozshah Mehta 
Gardens and the adjoining gardens (popularly known 
as “The Hanging Gardens” because of their location 
on the slope of the hill) the visitor has a panoramic 
view of Bombay—the bay, the imposing buildings 
standing out against the skyline, the colourful 
Chowpatty beach immediately below, and the faint 
hills in the distance. At night, the twinkling lights

of Marine Drive have been aptly described as “The 
Queen’s Nacklace”. 

Mahalakshmi—Near the Gardens (but not open 
to visitors) are the Parsi Towers of Silence, where the 
dead are exposed to the elements. The Babulnath 
Temple, on the way to the Gardens and near Raj 
Bhavan (Government House), is modern but of reli- 
gious importance. Proceeding down Malabar and 
Cumballa Hills, one comes to the Mahalakshmi Temple, 
where there are always crowds and the sound of gongs 
as devotees offer prayers to the Goddess of Wealth and 
Plenty. Nearby is the Mahalakshmi Racecourse, 
Where race meetings are held on Saturdays, Sundays 
and public holidays in the cool weather and some of 
India’s most important races are run. To the left, off 
another fine road by the sea known as Hornby Vellard, 
is a Muslim shrine, built 500 years ago on a rocky 
prominence surrounded by the sea. The pathway 
leading to it is under water at high tide. 

Victoria Gardens—lIn the heart of the city are the 
Victoria Gardens, laid out in 1861. Here is Bombay’s 
Zo0, where children can have camel rides between the 
hours of 3 and 5 p.m. and extra rides between 7-30 and 
9-30 a.m. on. holidays. Also situated in the Gardens 
is the Victoria and Albert Museum, mainly of indus- 
trial and agricultural interest. It is open on all] days 
except Mondays and certain holidays. Wednesday is 
reserved for women, children and students. In the 
grounds to the east of the museum is the giant statue 
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of an elephant, brought originally from the Elephanta 
Caves. 

Crawford Market—Crawford Market, situated at 
the junction of Hornby Road and Carnac Road, was 
built in 1871. The main section is a covered market 
where vegetables, fruit, fish, meat and poultry, flowers 
and provisions are sold. The market is in the centre 
of a whole network of lanes where the shopper can 
pick up almost anything. 

Proceeding down Hornby Road towards Flora 
Fountain one passes two imposing buildings. On the 
left is Victoria Terminus (popularly referred to as 
“Bori Bunder”), headquarters of the Central Railway, 
and on the right the building of the Municipal Corpo- 
ration, an institution with a fine tradition and con- 
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Victoria Terminus, headquarters of the Central Railway 


sidered one of the most efficient civic administrations 
in India. 

The Mint—At this point, the visitor can either 
branch off left towards the docks, and proceed by a 
Circutious route to Flora Fountain, which may be 
described as the heart of Bombay, or continue straight 
down Hornby Road to the Fountain. If the former 
route is chosen, one will Pass the General Post Office, 
the numerous docks and, after a turn round Ballard 
Estate, proceed down Mint Road. Here, as the name 
indicates, is situated the Government Mint, establish- 
ed in 1864. It can be visited on Obtaining a pass from 
the Mint Master. 


Town Hall—Opposite the Mint is the handsome 


building 'of the Reserve Bank of India, the counterpart 
in India of the Bank of England. Nearby is the 
Town Hall, the most striking characteristic of which 
is a wide sweep of steps. In it are housed the Royai 
Asiatic Society (with a museum) and also statues 
Which derive interest from the fact that they are the 
work of the well-known British sculptor, Chantrey. 
The area is known as Elphinstone Circle. Inside the 
circle are the Horniman Gardens. 

Flora Fountain—And so down Churchgate Street 
one comes to Flora Fountain, the very hub of Bombay's. 
busy life, which is at the Junction of Mahatma Gandhi. 
Road, Hornby Road and Churchgate Street. Within 
a radius of two miles of the Fountain are some of the 
most interesting institutions and buildings in Bombay 
—the University and Secretariat and the famous Gate- 
way of India. Very near the Fountain is the High 
Court, the highest court of law in the State, which was 
completed in 1879 and is in the Venetian Gothic style 
characteristic of all Bombay public buildings put up 
during that period. It has two pinnacles with the 
statues of Justice and Mercy. Across the road, on: 
Churchgate Street, is the Central Telegraph Office. 

Turning left (down a shady avenue adjoining a 
sports field known as the Oval) one comes to the 
Secretariat, headquarters of the Bombay Government 
and recognisable by the Indian flag floating above. 
Built in 1874, it has the same style of architecture as 
the law courts. In the Secretariat is the Directorate 
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of Publicity of the Bombay Government, which pro- 
vides information on Bombay State. 

Rajabai Tower—Adjoining is the University, its 
architecture a mixture of Gothic and 15th Century 
French. The Rajabai Tower (to climb which a pass 
must be obtained) gives a fine view of the city. 

Prince of Wales Museum—To the left, a number 
of small parallel roads near the University lead to 
Wellington Fountain, named after the Duke of 
Wellington, who came to Bombay in 1801 as a junior 
officer during his early military career. Here is one 
of the greatest attractions of Bombay, the Prince of 
Wales Museum, built in the Indo-Saracenic style of 
architecture and having an imposing dome modelled 
on the architectural styles of Western India of the 
15th and 16th Centuries. The museum has an impor- 
tant Art Section, a Natural History Section and an 
Archaeological Section, besides smaller sections devoted 
to other specialised subjects. It is open daily, except 
on Mondays, from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

Jehangir Art Gallery—In the grounds of the 
Museum is the modern Jehangir Art Gallery, com- 
pleted as recently as 1952. It is frequently used for 
art and photographic exhibitions, where the visitor can 
get an idea of modern Indian painting and sculpture. 
Just outside the entrance, at the junction of Rampart 
Row and Mahatma Gandhi Road is one of the finest 
statues in Bombay, an equestrian statue of King 
Edward VII, by Boehm. 

Royal Institute of Science—At the junction of Mayo 
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The Gateway of India 


Road and Mahatma Gandhi Road there is the impres- 
sive building of the Royal Institute of Science, which 
contains the Cowasji Jehangir Hall. In this hall, and 
in the Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan, off Chowpatty, con- 
certs are held. The Bhavan also holds dance recitals 
and plays. 

On the opposite side of Wellington Fountain and 
facing the Prince of Wales Museum is Council Hall, 
originally a home for sailors, where the Bombay 
Legislative Assembly meets. 

Gateway of India—Past Council Hall and towards 
the sea is one of Bombay’s main restaurant areas, at 
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the extreme end of which is a wide open space known 
as Apollo Bunder. This is dominated by the Gateway 
of India, erected to commemorate the landing of King 
George V and Queen Mary in 1911. It consists of a 
central hall with great archways, and side halls which 
can accommodate up to 600 people. The design, by 
the English architect Wittett, is based on the 16th 
Century Gujerat style, of which the domes are a 
feature. 

Afghan Church—Returning to Wellington Foun- 
tain, one can proceed Straight down Colaba Causeway, 
Which leads to one of Bombay’s extreme limits, known 
as Colaba Point. In this area are the Observatory, a 
lighthouse and St. John’s Church, also known as the 
Afghan Church as it is dedicated to British soldiers 
who fell in the Sind and Afghanistan campaigns in 
1838-1843. 

Brabourne Stadium—One of the most interesting 
localities in the heart of Bombay is Churchgate, another 
restaurant area. The railway station here is the ter- 
minus of the local train services of the Western 
Railway. Opposite the station, on Queen’s Road, is 
the Reservation Office for the main routes on the 
Western Railway. On the top floor of this handsome 
“ modern building is the Regional Tourist Office of the 
Government of India. Within a few yards of Church- 
gate is the famous Brabourne Stadium, where impor- 
tant sports events, including seasonal cricket “Tests” 
and other tournaments are held. It is a part of the 
Cricket Club of India (open to members). Also outside 
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Churchgate Station, on Churchgate Street, is the office 
of the Western India Automobile Association. 

Juhu Beach—In Bombay’s suburbs, well served 
by buses and electric trains, are big middle class resi- 
dential localities as well as the main industrial area. 
Beyond lie the main picnic spots of Bombay, which 
provide a welcome break in a crowded programme of 
sight-seeing in the city. Of these, the most popular 
is Juhu, approachable by rail (station Santa Cruz) 
or road. It has a fine, palm-fringed beach ideal for 
bathing, and small hotels where shacks can be rented. 

Beyond are the attractive beaches of Marve and 
Manori, approximately 19 miles from Bombay. Manori 
is approached by sailing boat ferry, available a few 
furlongs from Marve. Both are pleasant for bathing. 
On the way is Madh Beach, another favourite picnic 
spot. Trombay, a picturesque fishing village 16 miles 
from Bombay, has some fine scenery. 

Powai Lake—Within easy reach of Bombay by 
car are several picturesque lakes. Powai Lake, 25 
miles from Bombay, is a quiet stretch of water by the 
side of a motor road. It can be approached via King’s 
Circle, Sion and Kurla, or via Santa Cruz and Andheri. 
There are shady nooks on the hilly countryside. Vihar 
Lake, a mile away, is less secluded, as it is one of 
the sources of Bombay’s water supply and has a dam. 
There is an Inspection Bungalow, where accommoda- 
tion can be had with prior notice, a garden and pretty 
scenery. The lake, incidentally, is infested with 
crocodiles, which often bask in the sun. 
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Tansa Lake—Tansa Lake, the main source of 
Bombay’s water supply, is rather far out but worth 
a day’s excursion. It is 72 miles away, of which the 
first 64 are on the fine Poona-Nasik Road. This mag- 
nificent lake is 52 miles square. An Inspection Bun- 
galow is right up to it and a smaller, but better situat- 
ed bungalow is on top of a hill. Here, by previous 
arrangement with the Bombay Municipality, one can 
obtain a boat for a trip to Bell Nalla, from where 
Vaitarna Lake is a pleasant 5 miles walk for the enter- 
prising. One can motor to Vaitarna Lake by first bro- 
ceeding 70 miles along the Bombay-Agra Road up to 
Khardi, from where an asphalt road completes the last 
12 miles of the journey to the lake. A trip to both 
Tansa and Vaitarna will involve an overnight stay at 
Tansa, but single trips, if carefully planned, do not 
require more than a day. 

Aarey Milk Colony—The Aarey Milk Colony, 
situated in a park 20 miles from Bombay on the main 
Ghodhbunder Road, is one of the most modern milk 
colonies in the world. Aarey is of interest, because of 
its natural beauty, to more than the dairy expert. 
There is an observation pavilion on a hill near the 
entrance to the colony from where one can survey an 
enchanting landscape, the feature being the fine gar- 
dens laid out over nearly 4,000 acres of parkland. A 
favourite spot for holiday excursions, there are rustic 
benches, fresh water taps and other amenities for the 


Picnic party. The colony’s canteen serves snacks and 
fresh milk from the dairy. 
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Nearby is the National Park at Kanheri, where 
are some famous Buddhist Caves and, further on, 
Ghodhbunder itself, preceeded by the villages of 
Magathan (with a school for tribal people known as 
Adivasis) and Kasimara. Ghodhbunder, a pictures- 
que fishing village, gives a fine view of Thana Creek 
and the Chanya Hills. All these places can be 
approached from Borivli station of the Western Railway 
or by car. 

Bassein—For those interested in historical ruins 
the fishing village of Bassein is worth a visit. Bassein 
Road Station is 30 miles from Bombay by suburban 
train. From there tongas, buses and cars are available 
for the remaining 7 miles. This town, as it was once, 
remained for 200 years from 1434 in Portuguese hands 
after being ceded to them by the Gujerat ruler, Sultan 
Bahadur. The Portuguese made it a prosperous town, 
and its many fine buildings of wood and stone were 
constructed by wealthy nobles (hidalgos) who alone 
were allowed to live within the walls. The Marathas 
conquered Bassein in 1739, and it was taken from them 
by the British in 1780. 

The many ruins include the Fort, Creek, the old 
town with the ruins of the Cathedral of St. Joseph 
and smaller churches, the Church of St. Anthony, a 
Jesuit Church and convents. Some have inscriptions 
dating from 1532. The secular buildings include the 
Senate House and Town Hall. The Sea Gate (Porta 
do Mar) near Bassein Fort commands a magnificent 
view of the sea; at the other extreme is a correspond- 
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Visitors to Elephanta Island embarking on steam-launches 


ing Land Gate. There is a P.W.D. Inspection Bungalow 
at Bassein which can be reserved on application to 
the Executive Engineer, Thana. An orphanage with- 
in the Fort is run by the Franciscan Brothers, who 
are hospitable to visitors. They also stock a Guide 
to the Fort, published by the Historical Society of 
India. 

Trips round Bombay harbour are available every 
day from the Gateway of India. Such trips can be 
made by motor boat or sailing boat for a nominal fee, 
and launches can be hired. For those wishing to ven- 
ture further afield, the adjoining island of Nahva, as 
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well as Uran, Alibag, Pali and Dharamtar, all within 
a day’s reach of Bombay, are worth a visit. 

A round trip of the Konkan coast, including places 
like Janjira, Hareshwar, Dabhol, Vijayadurg, Malwan 
and Panjim, takes 44 hours by streamer, but halts can 
be made en. route if a more leisurely trip is desired. 
The steamer companies sometimes arrange for 
accommodation, while dak bungalows can be booked 
with advance notice to the local authorities. 

Elephanta Caves—On the island of Elephanta, 
6 miles across the harbour from Bombay, these 
caves can be visited by the regular daily ferry 
from Carnac Bunder or by motor launch or sailing 
boat. The island consists of two long hills with a valley 
between, and the caves are a short walk from the land- 
ing place. The island derives its name from the giant 
carving of an elephant which used to stand at the old 
landing stage, now removed to the Victoria Gardens 
in Bombay. The Ganesh Gupta, as the main cave is 
called, is one of the earliest examples of a Brahmanical 
temple and has been excavated from the living rock. 
It dates back to the ‘fth Century A.D. The 
outside consists of a columned verandah 30 feet 
wide and 6 feet deep and approached by steps 
flanked by sculptured elephants. There were 
originally 5 pillars for the facade, square above and 
below but octagonal in the centre. At each end of the 
facade is a pilaster (square pillar projecting from the 
Wall) carved in the shape of a dwarpala (door-keeper) 
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with a huge spear. The entire temple is 130 feet by 
129 feet. 

The main sculptures are those on the southern wail 
at the back. Three square recesses contain the giant 
figures of dwarpalas. The panel to the left contains a 
sculpture of Arddhanari, a manifestation of Siva com- 
bining the male and female forms, while the right panel 
shows the figures of Siva and his consort Parvati. The 
central recess in the hall contains the famous triple 
bust, which used to be known as the Trimurti 
(literally triple face). It is now generally acknow- 
ledged to represent the Mahesh aspect of Siva, the three 
faces representing the fierce aspect of Siva on the 
left and the other two gentle aspects of Siva. On 
either side of the recess are pilasters carved with 
gigantic dwarpalas. It was indeed a genius who 
sculptured this gigantic, magnificently vibrant figure 
out of hard rock. 

Other interesting groups in the cave are the scenes 
depicting the marriage of Siva and Parvati; Bhairava; 
Siva in the Tandav (world-shaking) dance; Ravana, 
the demon king, attempting to remove the heavenly 
hill of Siva, Kailasa, to his kingdom of Ceylon; and 
the charming group of Siva and Parvati with lesser 
male and female divinities showering flowers on them.
